Obviously, too, then 


bombs would he effective against 
a big Industrial area. 


We can't brush lightly aside a

ANOTHER DESPERATE 
EFFORT TO REACH 64 
ENTOMBED MINERS 


PLAN TO DRILL DIRECTLY

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Nazis May Attack 
American Cities

HOLLYWOOD, July 8-W1)—The 


Nazis may endeavor to attack New 
York with flying bombs, launched 
from U-boat trailers, says Louis P.

of the Associated Press.

and the French underground army 
has 
liberated whole sections of 


France. 


The Americana took Gnitlgny, 


four milca southwest of Le Hays 
and Scorman, nearby, in the sec- 
tor near the west coaat, while six 
miles east of the besieged town 
they captured La Butte, advancing 
their lines to the edge of the mo- 
rass, tho Mnrnis Do Gorges. 


In the 
frontal jit.iack on La 


Haye, however, front line dispatch- 
es reported that Americans who 
hap captured the railway station 
there 
withdrew 
temporarily, to 


wait for further progress on the 
flanks. 


Field dispatches said the great- 


est progress was made on the Ca- 
rental -Pelors road whers a 2000- 
yard advance resulted in the cap- 
ture of Culot, 4 1-2 miles south- 
west of Carentan.

a bitter fight for a no-man's land" 
airfield uat to the south.

"It will menn much to the oil In- 


dustry nnd to the cause of states' 
rights and states' regulations and 
private enterprise if the other oil 
producing states who are not now 
members would become members 
and nil of the oil states have legis- 
lation that will enable them to reg- 
ulate the oil and gas In their respec- 
tive states." the chairman contin- 
ued.
